SILVER AND GOLD 


The price of silver has reached the 
highest price in forty years. Lately it 
has been selling around ST cents an 
ounce. That makes the bullion In the 
Ifs hard to be strictly accurate, 
silver dollar worth 
about 
twice 
as 
mud as it was before the war. 
Ifs hard to be strictly accurate, 
however, in discussing the value of 
silver or any other commodity. 
The 
ordinary words mislead us. 
When we 
say that silver is worth twice as much 
we mean that anybody who has silver 
bullion to sell can get about twice a. 
much gold for it. 
Is that because the 
silver is more valuable, or because th* 
gold is less valuable? 
The latter is 
nearer the truth. 
The value of anything is Its purchas­ 
ing power. 
Tile purchasing power ol 
the gold dollar 
which is to say. the 
purchasing power of gold bullion—has 
been steadily diminishing in recent 
years, and diminishing with appalling 
rapidity since the war began. 
Silver 
has risen in price along with otner 
standard commodities—the gold dollar 
buys less and less of any of them. 
The silver quotations happen to be 
of small Importance, except to those 
who produce or buy silver bullion. The 
rest of us ar** not much concerned 
with silver except as we use silver 
coins as counters for gold. 
Hold quo­ 
tations are of enormous importance, 
because they affect all financial obligu 
tions, all credits and the money price 
of all property and goods. 
Yet we ar* 
largely 
unconscious 
of 
these 
gold 
quotations, because they appear only 
in th** form of comparative tables of 
commodity prices. 
Some theorists say that some day 
we may establish a general or aliso 
lute standard of value, based on th* J 
value of a great number of commo*!! 
ties, instead of the present standard 
based on a single, and therefore un 
steady, commodity that we shall bu* 
and sell gold as we now buy and s*ll 
silver or iron or glass, and that w* 
shall not be troubled 
by 
constantly 
rising prices.

tuted? 
Someone says—well, then will come 
the contest between America and Eu­ 
rope. 
But 
the 
international court 
would, of course, dominate both the 
Americas and Europe. 
There would 
he, In fact, a society of nations of the 
whole world. 
Thus no nation would have individ­ 


ual power to enforce its own conten­ 
tions — there would be no armies ami 
no navies, except those owned and 
controlled by the international court, 
representing the will of all. 
Such a theory was thought Utopian 
before the war. ami yet there wan a 
striving for this state of things 
in 
The Hague conventions, until dreams 
and hopes wore brutally crushed to 
deatli by Germany's murderous upris­ 
ing against civilization 
three 
years 
ago. 
In tile world at that time there ex­ 
isted only 
one 
organization 
which 
stood in the way of settlement by ar­ 
bitration as an eventual possibility; 
that was tile Prussian military organ­ 
ization. with the whole German race 
back of it. 
That organization will be crushed, 
and if the German people still blindly 
cling to the Prussian ideals, they also 
will be crushed.

“You are incurably stupid and

norant about business and industry,” 
said the mayor.

Figures Show Tires Are Item 
Of Largest Expense; 
Gasoline Next 


Investigation recently made by one 
of the large motor car manufactur­ 
ers in which it asked for figures from 
several thousand of the users of its 
product, 
shows 
how 
the 
motorist 
spends his dollar. 
Many owners im­ 
agine that the major part of the out­ 
lay they turn over for their car goes 
for items like oil, fuel 
and 
repairs 
which are purchased 
frequently 
in 
small quantities. 
The largest expense to the motor­ 
ist is the four tires, even when the 
car is giving a tire mileage of nearly 
7,500. I ires which are goou for a fig­ 
ure in excess of 10,000 miles are an 
exception. 
This 
mileage 
claims 
one 
dollar 
of 
every 
four 
which 
the 
motorist 
puts 
down 
on 
the counter of the equipment retail­ 
er. 
It is estimated that the cost of 
inner casings is approximately one- 
eighth of the total tire expense. 
Next in importance is the gasoline 
expenditure. 
Fuel costs 22 cents a 
gallon on annual average the country 
over and it was found that the nation­ 
wide average takes 37 cents out of 
every dollar to keep the engine run­ 
ning. 
In the investigation which pro­ 
duced the figures given here it was 
nearly 15 miles per gallon of fuel. 
Effect of W eather 
Weather lias an important effect on 
the segments of the motorist’s appro­ 
priation which the gasoline and tiro 
outlays cover. 
In summer, the high 
temperatures give conditions for al­ 
most 
perfect 
vaporization 
in 
well- 
cooled engines. 
The weight of de­ 
mountable tops and the addition of 
tire chains in winter cut mileage one- 
fifth and fuel mileage one-third. 
The motor car’s repairs 
and 
re­ 
placements are third in importance. 
They amount to 8 per cent of the sea­ 
son’s hills with expense varying great­ 
ly with the skill of the individual driv­ 
er. 
The money spent for motor car 
lubrication ordinarily amount? to 4 
per cent of the total outlay over the 
year. 


TOURISTS ADD TO 
INCOME OF STATE 


If is often asserted that motorists 
spend 
considerable 
money 
in 
the 
states through which they tour and 
that the financial return to a state 
from this source includes a largo sum 
from residents of other states. 
The 
State Highway Commission of Colora­ 
do decided to find out, if possible, how 
much truth there was in this frequent­ 
ly made claim. 
So he distributed in 
Denver. Colorado Springs and Pueblo 
a circular letter of inquiry regarding 
tho expense of touring to residents of 
other ^tates. tile length of their stay 
in Colorado, and similar facts. He ob­ 
tained replies from 76 tourists from 
other states, which showed that each 
oar carried, four persons, as a rule, 
the average expenditure wa$ $3.50 per 
person per day. and the average stay 
in the state was 28.6 days. 
The 
records of travel counts and other es­ 
timates of foreign cars indicate that 
during 1916 about 26,500 cars of non­ 
residents 
passed 
through 
Colorado, 
and the State Highway Commissioner 
estimates, on the basis of tile replies 
to his inquiries, that as a result of this 
touring by non-residents about $10,- 
000,000 was brought into and spent jn 
tile state.

; you get interested in this great sport 
of outdoors you will understand why! 
so many men and women take up; 
I trapshooting. 
They say once a shoot­ 
er, always a shooter. 
I 
To learn to shoot firearms of any 
sort means “out of doors.” Out of 
doors means to anyoue good health, 
especially to women. 
Of the outdoor 
games played nowadays trapshooting 
is tile m ost fascinating, the most in­ 
vigorating and an accom plishm ent of 
which anyone should be justly proud. 
I have been asked many tim es how 
I became interested in trapshooting. 
The answer is very simple. 
My hus­ 
band is a shooter and I concluded that 
^1 would like to do the same things he 


did. 
Once started, I discovered that 
there were so many little interesting 
points to learn that I have been at it 
ever since. 
That was ten years ago. 
At that time I was among the few 
women who took kindly to firearms 
and was looked upon as a freak. 
To­ 
day, however, we see things changed 
everywhere. 
At every trapshooting 
event we find women facing the traps, 
and we have now a standing army Qf 
over 500 women who can handle the 
gun, a large num ber of whom can 
ho’d their own with hie best shooters 
of the sterner sex. 
Anyone with system atic and in’eili- 
gcnt practice can. in a short while, 
make wonderful progress. 
As a gen­ 
eral rule most women have a natural 
horror of firearms, and are too timid 
to 
try. 
simply 
because 
they 
have 
never been encouraged in that line, 
but theie is absolutely no reason why 
a woman should not shoot just as well 
as a man. 
Nowadays a woman need not hesi­ 
tate to attend a shoot at any of the 
many organized gun clubs. 
It is per­ 
fectly “proper.” and she will always 
find a crowd of very courteous gentle­ 
men who will not only be glad to see 


her, but also extend to lier every pos­ 
sible courtesy. 
Tips for the Beginner 
The first important thing for the be­ 
ginner is to have a gun of proper fit. 
\ m istake often made by the novice 
is to try some gun, which, as a rule, is 
not suited to his particular make-up. 
lf a lady, the borrowed gun is alm ost 
certain to be too long in the stock and 
as a rule too'heavy; the result is that 
it is held in ail awkward manner, the 
recoil received from the shot fright­ 
ens the shooter and she loses all of 
her enthusiasm then and there. 
Have someone who knows “lit" you 
with a proper gun. teach you the way 
to stand and hold, anti when you have 
'earned that you must “lead” your 
quartering birds, “lineup” your gun 
properly and shoot as quickly as you 
can. 
W hen you have learned to “con­ 
centrate” on each and every bird, for­ 
getting tile one a you m issed, and look 
forw ard with grim determ ination to 
"kill” the next one, then you have the 
“m akings” of a shooter. 
Do not try to shoot too much to be- 
•gin with. 
Twenty-five or fifty shots 
is enough, at least until your shoulder 
is accustom ed to the recoil. 
Shooting 
when you are tired may cause you to 
flinch, a habit which has spoiled many 
a good shot. 
W hile selt-confidence and concentra- 
i tion are great factors, you must not 
i get the idea that you can learn the 
, game right away. 
Just because you 
j w ere fortunate enougli to get that last 
! string of 25 stm ight does not spell 
! that you are a past m aster in the 
I gam e. 
We all have our good half 
hours aud our bad ones, and the long­ 


er you stay at the game you will make 
the wonderful discovery that the “bad 
half hours” slip in very frequently. 
The m issing of one or more targets 
in an event, ever so often, is what 
m akes trapshooting so interesting and 
one of the most difficult gam es to 
master, 
lf you could get so proficient 
that you could break them all, a1! the 
tim e, you would soon lose all Interest 
in the sport, but the fact that men 
like Crosby, Spencer and a host of 
others of our top-notchers who have 
been at the game for years and have 
shot thousands of targets, frequently 
have their "bad half hours,” demon­ 
strates that breaking targets, thrown 
from u trap. with a shot-gun is a study 
which requires a great deal of prac­ 
tice, patience and a great 
deal 
of 
skill.
